He told another questioner that 
censorship of mail between North- 
ern and Southern Ireland, as well 
as other anti-espionage matters, 
were receiving “constant and vigi- 
lant attention.” 

“If a catastrophe were to occur 
to the Allied armies which could 
be traced to the retention of 
German and J panese represent- 
atives in Dublin,” Churchill said,

American bombing formations re- 
sumed the attack against the bat- 
tered railroad network supplying 
the German armies in southern 
Italy, a communique disclosed to- | 
day, while Allied skirmishers beat 
off new Nazi patrol thrusts on the 
5th and 8th Army fronts below 
Rome. 

Medium bombers, taking ad- 
vantage of a lull in the snows 
and freezing rains that stalled 
the Allied aerial offensive Sun- 
day, spread fire and ruin across 
seven key points on the Italian 
west coast and central railroad 
lines, 

Simultaneously, Allied fighters 
and fighter bombers ranged almost 
unopposed over the Anzio beach- 
head and the suburbs of Rome, 
bombing and _ machine- gunning 
enemy troops, gun emplacements 
and transport targets in support of 
the 5th Army beachhead forces,

let-up throughout Sunday night and 
Monday on the mud-soaked battle 
fronts, but Allied spokesmen said | 
the main lines remained virtually 
unchanged.

Unlimited Beer 
Sales Are Held 
Unlikely Here 


While the Dominion govern- 
ment has lifted restrictions on 
the sale of beer as of Monday, 
March 13, it is unlikely that beer 
sales in Alberta will be unlimited, 
Hon. Solon E. Low, provincial 
treasurer, intimated here Monday 
afternoon. 

Mr. Low, whose treasury depart- 
ment is in charge of all liquor sales 
in the province, said the whole beer 

situation in Alberta is to bé check- 
ed. He added it would be neces- 
sary to find out what would be the 
position of the breweries, 
light of the present changed situa- 


tion, and that another question to} 


be reviewed was that of export 
shipments from the province to the 
United States. In view of the de- 
mands of Alberta customers, it was 
hardly likely that such shipments 
should be permitted, the treasurer 
said. 


NO IMMEDIATE CHANGE 

The question as to changing 
present allowances of beer at the 
liquor stores will depend on what 
is found by checking the brewers, 
Mr. Low added. He said there was 
no thought at present of changing 
the present store hours for the sale 
of beer, 

Permittees are now allowed 12 
pints of beer a month, However, 
those who bought beer in February 
are not allowed to buy any in 
March, under the newest tempor- 
ary restriction. The February 
buyers were to be allowed more as 
of April 1. 

Various factors that will impede 
an immediate increase in beer al- 
lowance to Alberta citizens on any 
large scale include the manpower 
shortage, the supply of bottles,

STOCKHOLM, March 14.—Russia 
has rejected Finland’s counter pro- 
posals for an armistice, reliable 
sources said today, and Finnish 
sources saw little prospect of an 
early separate peace. 

Swedish quarters, however, said 
the Russian note of rejection was 
“by no means entirely negative” and 
expressed hope of a solution, 

The fact that Russia did not pub- 
lish immediately her rejection was 
interpreted here as a sign that 
Finland would be given another 
chance to consider carefully 
whether to accept the original 
Soviet provisions for an armistice.

LONDON, March 14—(AP) 
—Every available ship in 
Rumania’s Black sea ports 
has been rushed northward, 
apparently to Odessa, an Is- 
tuanbul dispatch said today. 
This appeared to foreshadow 
complete collapse of the Ger- 
mans’ broken southern flank 
in Russia in a vast-scale 1944 
Dunkirk which would pull the 
battle line back into obviously- 
frightened Rumania. 

The Istanbul dispatch, based on 
Information from Sofia, sug- 
gested the Germans were prepar- 
ing to evacuate Odessa by sea. 

Following up Premier Stalin's 
announcement last night of the 
capture of Kherson, 90 miles east 
of Odessa, the German communique 
said today that base had been 
evacuated “in the course of planned 
disengagement movements after the 
destruction of all military installa- 
tions.” The communique also said 
that both sides had thrown new

NAZIS LOSE 75,000 MEN 


Moscow announced 75,000 Nazis 
had been killed and captured in 
10 days of the broad Soviet offens- 
ive in lower Russia. Kherson fell 
to Gen. Rodion K. Malinovsky’s 


3rd Ukrainian Army, made up of 
Stalingrad veterans, after crossing 
the lower reaches of the Dnieper. 
If it were true that the Nazis 
had given up all hope of other 
than a seaborne retreat from their 
last stand in the Ukraine, this 
would explain their terrific resist- 
ance in the outskirts of Tarnopol 
in pre-war Poland, where a see- 
saw fight raged into the sixth 
day. There the Nazis were mak- 
ing a grim attempt to hold an 
inland anchor of the front shat- 
tered by the combined Red army 
offensives, 

The Russians were pounding 
within 45 miles of the Dniester river 
from the northeast. They already 
had cut the Odessa-Lwow trunk 
line and left the whole German 
south flank army with only a cross- 
border threadwork of single-track

Big Jap A Attack 
Is Turned Back 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
SOUTHWEST PACIFIC, March 14. 
—(AP)—An attack by 3,000 to 4,000 
Japanese on American positions at 
Empress Augusta Bay on Bougain- 
ville island in the Solomons was 
turned back Saturday, with about 
one-third of the attacking force 
killed, the Allied communique said 
yesterday.

OTTAWA, March 14.—(CP)— 
German authorities, claiming the 
prisoners threw away good food, 
have reduced basic German food 
rations by 30 per cent in a pris- 
oner-of-war camp in Germany 
where more than 100 Canadian of- 


ficers and men are interned, it 
was disclosed today in the re- 
port of an International Red 


Cross committee. 

The report, made public here by 
the Wartime Information Board,} 
identified the camp as “Oflag VII} 
B,” and said the German high sec- 
urity command now is being asked | 
to bring the ration back to normal. |

man civilians in September had 
not been increased at the camp,” 
it added.

MUST BOLSTER RESTRICTIONS 

“The time has come when thees 
measures must be strengthened 
and the restrictions on travel to 
Ireland announced yesterday are 
the first step in a policy designed 
to isolate Great Britain from South- 
ern Ireland and also isolate South- 
ern Ireland from the outer world 
during the ciritical period now ap- 
proaching.” 

Churchill said the United States 
took the initiative in approaching 
Eire with a suggestion that the De 
Valera government seek the recall 
of Axis diplomatic and consular 
representatives because of the 
“danger to American forces from 
the presence of Axis missions in 
Dublin.” Eire rejected the sug- 
gestion, 


“The British government were... 
consulted throughout by the United 
States government and gave the 
American approach full support,” 
he said. 

Churchill said it was painful for 
Britain to take restrictive measures 
against Eire because of the “large 
numbers of Irishmen who are fight- 
ing so bravely in our armed forces 
and the many deeds of personal 
heroism by which they have kept 
alive the martial honor of the Irish 
race.” 

‘NOT PRECIPITATE 

“No one, I think, can reproach 
us for precipitancy,” Churchill said. 
“No nation in the world would have 
been so patient. In view, however, 
of the fact that both British and Do- 
minion lives and the lives of the 
soldiers of our Allies are imperilled, 
we are bound to do our utmost to 
obtain effective security for forth- 
coming operations. ... 

“The British government would 
also be held accountable to the 
people of the United States if it 
could be shown that we had in any 
way failed to do everything in our 
power to safeguard their troops.” 

Prof. Douglas L. Savory of Bel- 
fast, Conservative, called attention 
to the fact that Eire still legally 
was a member of the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations and asked | 
whether its toleration of Axis} 
representatives in Dublin was con- 
sistent with such membership, 


POSITION ANOMALOUS 

“The whole question of the posi- 
tion of Southern Ireland is anomal- 
ous from various points of view, 
and I can conceive that lawyers 
and high legal authorities might 
have very great difficulty in defin- 
ing the factual relationship which 
prevails,” Churchill said, “At any 
rate, I shall not attempt to do so.” 

Ulster sources earlier had pre- 
dicted tighter restrictions on 
travel between Northern Ireland 
and Eire, especially in the vicin- 
ity of the American naval base at 

Londonderry, but cast doubt on 
the suggestion the border would 

be closed completely.

BOSTON, March 14-~-(CP)— 


Viscount Halifax, British ambas- 
sador to the United States, said 
today the rulers of Germany and 
Japan will stage fierce resistance 
to stave off defeat while unleash- 
ing an intense political offensive 
to gain a “reasonable peace.”.. He 
warned that “that way—the way 
of compromise peace—lies dis- 
aster.” 

“They will go on to the defensive 
because they can do nothing else,” 
the ambassador told the Boston 
chamber of commerce in an address. 
“But they will strike to make every 
Allied advance as expensive as 
possible. They will try to make us 
pay in blood for every mile of 
ground we gain. And with this fierce 
resistance will go an intense politi- 
cal offensive. 

“They will admit they have lost 
the war but will point to the casual- 
ties that it is still in the German 
power to inflict, if we insist’ on 
fighting it through to the bloody 
end. And they will ask our peoples 
what they expect to gain by that. 
. .. I think our peoples will see 
this, for they have learned too 
much to be taken in by smooth 
words, but there is no harm in be- 
ing forewarned.” 


SEEK SEPARATION 

Warning that the Axis will leave 
nothing undone in an effort to 
\drive a wedge between the Allies, 
Lord Halifax said: “The object will 
be to induce us, after we have been 
so poisoned by mutual suspicions, 
to agree together or separately to 
a compromise peace, which will 
enable the Axis to start all over 
again preparing for a third world 
war.” 

The ambassador said that out of 
the fog of war “one fact emerges 
|more and more plainly with every | 
|month that passes.” .This was the 
need, both before and after victory, 
that the United States and the 


British Commonwealth of Nations 
junderstand each other and get 
along together... .”

As House Calls for Probe

plying to remarks made by George 
MacLachlan (Ind., Pembina), and

“If what I’m saying is hard on 
the eardrums, he can leave,” the 
minister remarked.

Mr. Fallow’s resolution, seconded

Whereas, on June 23rd, 1942, the 
Yominion government advised the 
Alberta government that “War re- 
quirements for petroleum are 
urgent that the Dominion govern- 
ment wish to explore the possibili- 
ties for a largs scale development 
in the vicinity of the Abasand op- 
eration,” and requested the co-op- 
eration of the Alberta government 
in withholding the granting of any 
more crown leases until a decision 
can be reached as to whether a 
large scale development js war- 
ranted; and 


LARGE APPROPRIATIONS 

Whereas, large sums of money 
have been appropriated by the Do- 
minion government and spent on 
the construction of fully modern 
dwellings, dormitories, workshops, 
construction machinery, etc., far in 
excess of reasonable requirements, 
but no plant has yet been erected 
and no actual steps have been taken 
to demonstrate the possibilities for 
a large scale development of the 
Athabasca oil sands; and 

Whereas, this apparent waste of 
public funds and the lamentable 
loss of valuable time in tearing 
cown the Abasand plant, construct- 
ing dwellings, dormitories and 
workshops and in other activities 
which are only incidental to the 
demonstration of an economic pro- 
cess for the commercial extraction 
of oil products has created grave 
fears and misgivings in the minds 
of the public that the whole de- 
velopment of the Athabasca oil 
sands is being systematically sabo- 
taged; now, therefore, 

Be it Resolved, that this legis- 
lature petition the Dominion gov- 
ernment to set up immediately a 
Royal Commission of enquiry, 
with specific instructions to in- 
vestigate all activities on and in 
connection with the Abasand oil 
properties since June 23rd, 1942, 
to ascertain why, despite the 
large sums of public funds which 
have been spent, no plant has 
been erected or equipment in- 
stalled and no actual experi- 
mental work carried on to deter- 
mine the possibilities of extract- 
ing oil products in commercial 
quantities from the Athabasca oil 
sands, 

Discussing his motion, Mr. Fal- 
low traced early history of the tar 
sands’ development projects, start- 
ing with the Dominion government 
lease of property to the Abasand 
Oil company. He quoted corres- 
pondence between the Dominion 
and provincial governments 

cerning the Abasand property. 

Said the minister: “At the time 
of the t:ransfer of the natural re- 
sources from the Dominion to the 
province, the Dominion arbitrarily 
retained possession of what was 
considered the best part of the oil- 
bearing sands. The reason given 
for this wanton plunder of provin- 
cial rights was that they wished to 
retain sufficient material to hard 
surface the highways in the nation- 
al parks. No attempt whatever has 
been made by the Dominion goy- 
ernment to use this material for 
that purpose. Instead they leased 
the property to the Abasand 
company for commercial develop- 
ment, with the Dominion retaining 
control of the property. 


SUSPICION CREATED 

“This is the first move which 
created suspicion in the minds of 
our people that there was some 
ulterior motive behind their action 
because there is enough oil sands 
in the area retained by the Dom- 


inion government to hard surface | 


all the highways in Canada. 

“Knowing that the Dominion 
government had done everything in 
its power to prevent the develop- 
ment of the north except in so far 

as it met with the approval of the 
big mining interests to whom they 
had handed over everything of 
value, the Alberta government de- 
cided to take no chances; we em- 
ployed the services of the best 
publicity agents on the continent 
and spent a goog, many thousands 
of dollars publiciZine the possibili- 
ties by radio, press and motion pic- 
tures. 

“This created a very embarrass- 
ing situation for thé Dominion 
government, who were deluged 
with requests for information in 
connection with these natural re- 
sources, and wanted to know 
what the Dominion government 
was going to do about it. As a 
result of this, the Dominion gov- 
ernment from the prime minister 
down, saw fit to make speeches 
on the subject, all of which were 
to the effect that the develop- 
ment of these oil sands was im- 
practicable both from the point 
of costs, and_ transportation. 
These speeches did not have the 
desired effect and demands kept 
pouring into Ottawa, and the 
pressure increased to such an ex- 
tent that Ottawa was pushed into 
doing something about it. 

*The first move made was to an- 
nounce that $200,000 had been set 
aside for the purpose of investigat- 
ing the possibilities of oil sand 
development The terms under 
which this appropriation was to be 
spent was to say the least anything 
but conducive to establishing con- 
fidence in what the Dominion goy- 
ernment intended to do, 

“Later, the Dominion government 
appropriated another $500,000 to 
investigate the possibilities of pro- 
ducing oil from the sands, The next 
move was to take possession of the 
property being operated by the

“Accustomed as we are in trying} 
to fathom the unpredictable action 
of the Dominion government in|

“STRANGE HAPPENINGS” 

“Shortly after the Dominion gov-| 
}ernment took control of the prop- 
erty, strange things began to hap- 
pen. Out of the North came an end- 
less string of weird incredulous 
| stories of criminal incompetence, of | 
{scandalous waste of public funds} 
| and charges of sabotage were heard | 
on every hand. So persistent were 
these ugly rumors that we decided 
to investigate and we found there 
was ample justification for the 
rumors,” said Mr. Fallow.

SAOBTAGE CHARGED 


“As a result of the circumstances 
which we found, I made a public 
statement at Vermilion on Novem- 
ber 9th last, charging sabotage and 
deliberate attempt to discredit the 
whole undertaking. ; 


“On November 11th last, under an 
Ottawa dateline, my remarks were 
criticized as “sheer nonsense” in 
which it was also claimed that 
there was a shortage of equipment 
and manpower. 


“| want to assure you, Mr, 
Speaker, that on the two occa- 
sions when | visited this plant 
there was certainly no evidence 
of a shortage of manpower or ma- 
chinery. There was enough ma- 
chinery and manpower to pretty 
nearly build all of my highway,” 
the minister said. 


A further letter from Premier 
Manning to Mr. Howe was then 
read to the House. Dated Jan, 7, 
1944, it appears below: 

Dear Mr. Howe: 
Re: Alberta Tar Sands 

On June 23rd, 1942, you request- 
ed an undertakir from the Al- 
berta government to the effect that 
no more crown leases would be 
granted in the area of the Alberta 
tar sand deposits pending the com- 
pletion of exploratory work to be 
carried out by the federal govern- 
ment in the vicinity of the Aba- 
sand operations. 

In compliance with your request 
and in view of the fact that you 
urged that the matter was import- 
ant from the standpoint of Can- 
ada’s war effort the Alberta gov- 
ernment agreed under letter of 
July 3rd, 1942, to refrain from is- 
suing crown leases in the area in 
question pending your investiga- 
tion and with the understanding 
that the provincial government 
would be kept fully advised at all 
times of the nature of your propos- 
ed program and the results of your 
research and exploratory work. 

I regret to say that we are ex- 
tremely disappointed in the pro- 
gress, or lack of progress, which 
has been made to date, particularly 
having regard to the urgency which 
you attached to this matter in your 


|letter of June 23rd, 1942. 


PROGRAM FALLS SHORT 

We cannot escape the conclusion 
that the progress made thus far 
falls far short of what rightfully 
could be expected under the cir- 
cumstances from such a large ex- 
penditure of public funds, 

The lack of progress is all the 


|more difficult to justify in view of 


the fact that this entire area has 
been set aside at your request for 
Dominion government action for 
the past 18 months and that others 
who ordinarily would have been en- 
couraged to explore and develop 
this area have thus been barred 
from so doing on the grounds that 
the work so urgent in the interests 
of Canada’s war effort that it war- 
ranted the reservation of the whole 
area and the expenditure of public 
funds for immediate government 
exploration and development. 

We are determined not to in- 
terfere with any activity which 
the federal government feels is 
in any way essential to the main- 
tenance and expansion of Can- 
ada’s war effort and therefore 
we are quite willing that the 
federal government should con- 
tinue its investigations undis- 
turbed in the area included in 
those leases which are held in the 
name of Abasand Oil company. 
However, under the circumstanc- 

es as they exist we do not feel 
justified in refus!..g longer to grant 
crown leases for the devolp- 
ment of tar sand deposits out- 
side that area and we must, there- 
fore, ask to be released to this ex- 
tent from our undertaking of July 
3rd, 1942. (End of letter.) 

REPLY RECEIVED 

A reply was received by Premier 
Manning in a letter from Hon, C, 
D. Howe, dated Jan, 22, 1944: 

Dear Premier Manning: 
Re: Alberta Tar Sands 

I have your letter of January 7th, 
and regret that reply has been de- 
layed through my absence from 
Ottawa, 

Since my letter to you of June 
23rd, 1942, this government has been 
actively exploring the tar sands 
situation, in an endeavour to de- 
termine the extent and quality of 
the tar sand deposits, and to de- 
velop a commercial process for ex- 
traction of petroleum products from 
the sands, 

The fact that our work is not 
completed arises from the disap- 
pointing results so far obtained. 

Lack of uniformity in the sand 
deposits, disclosed by extensive 
drilling, introduced new  prob- 
lems, Our work with the existing 
operating unit disclosed that the 
methods beuing employed are not 
satisfactory for large scale com- 
mercial purposes. The operating 
unit has been re-designed and 
only now is capable of turning out 
samples of a type suitable for 


laboratory and refinery runs. 

I note your conclusion that the 
progress made thus far falls short 
of what can rightfully be expected 
from so large an expenditure of 
public funds. All I can say is that 
the best engineers of Consolidated 


Mining and Smelting company, 
and of the department of mines and 
resources have pooled their ability 
to obtain results. In addition, other 
experienced oil technicians have 
been employed. Personally, I do not 
know what more could have been 
done than has been done. 


SEE NO BIG OUTLET 


The reports that I have received 
to date do not indicate that we can 
be optimistic about obtaining a 
large commercial outlet for this 
product. 

I hope that we can carry on our 
investigation to a point that will 
settle for all time the possibilities 
of the tar sands as a source of petro- 
leum products. I anticipate that 
such information as can be obtained 
will have been obtained by this 
autumn. I note that you are quite 
willing that the federal government 
should continue its investigations 
undisturbed in the area included in 
those leases which are held in the 
name of Abasand Oil company. 


We have no desire to hold you, 
against your will, to your under- 
taking of July 3rd, 1942, but we 
must point out that if the investi- 
gations being carried on by the 
government are used by new 
lessees to induce public invest- 
ment in any process for extracting 
petroleum products from tar 
sands, prior to the time the results 
of our investigation are made pub- 
lic, we may find it necessary to 
abandon the work we are doing 
with federal funds in that area. 


With that undertaking you may, 
therefore, consider yourself releas- 
ed from your undertaking of July 
3rd, 1942.

“I am told by the residents of Ft. 
McMurray that shortly after I had 
made this charge, there was greatly 
increased activity around the Aba- 
sand oil plant and at Vermilion on 
Noy. 9. The Dominion government 
had appropriated another $1,000,000 
to carry on the work,” said Mr. Fal- 
low. 

“There was some morre shuffling 
in the personnel of the administra- 
tion and in spite of the fact that 
those who were in charge of opera- 
tion had advised against it, the Gen- 
eral Engineering company were 
brought in to complete the job. 

“The General Engineering com- 
pany admittedly knows nothing 
whatever about oil plants or oil de- 
velopment. Their work, I am told, 
is exclusively connected with hard 
rock mining, and none of them had 
ever seen in operation the separa- 
tion plant which had previously 
been torn down and scrapped. The 
original purpose of the reconstruc- 
tion was to apply proper engineer- 
ing and workmanship to the Aba- 
sand process, which was considered 
fundamentally sound by practically 
all who had been connected with it. 

“At that time it was estimated by 
those who had previously been in 
charge that the plant as designed 
could have been in operation in 
February of this year. 

“The General Engineering com- 
pany set to work at once cancelling 
orders, changing drawings and 
plans which had been approved by 
the directors’ representative. 


SITE WAS CHANGED 

“The site of the separation plent 
had been prepared 16 feet below 
the grade of the elevation of the 
rest of the plant in order to keep 
the grade on the roadway for the 
trucks hauling sand within 8 per 
cent. This site was changed on the 
excuse the plant might be flooded 
there, It was pointed out to them 
this could not happen, but to no 
avail. When asked how they pro- 
posed to obtain a reasonable grade 
on the road at their proposed loca- 
tion, approximately 20 feet higher, 
the answer was they had not come 
to that yet.

wing was started. 

“No construction work was 
done that it was not changed at 
least once. Changes three to five 
times were not uncommon, it 
will perhaps be conservative to 
say 25 per cent of the workmen 
were continuously engaged in 
tearing down some of what the 
other 75 per cent had put up. 

“In summing up, Mr. Speaker, 
may I say that the pathetic floun- 
derings of this gang of pussy-foot- 
ing amateurs beggars description.

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Free Hands 


Prime Minister King handed the prov- 
erbial hot potato to two provincial pol- 


iticians yesterday when he cancelled fed- . 


eral restrictions and turned control of the 
distribution and sale of beer back to the 
provincial authorities. More than a year 
ago the Dominion undertook to reduce the 
amount of beer consumed in Canada by 10 
per cent in the interests of the national war 
effort. The provinces were relied upon to 
co-operate, and have done so with two ex- 
ceptions. 

Premier Drew of Ontario has lately dec- 
orated the beer parlors of that province 
with signs saying the Dominion Govern- 
ment is entirely to blame if the patrons find 
supplies less than they would like; omit- 
ting to mention that the object of curtail- 
ment was to prevent deterioration of the 
war effort, and also not saying that in On- 
tario the provincial authorities had cut the 
supplies not 10 per cent but 25 per cent. 

In the Alberta legislature Hon, Solon 
Low has been making speeches to the same 
general effect; omitting in his turn to men- 
tion that last year he supplied the thirsty 
ones in Alberta with substantially less than 
the quota they were entitled to. 

The federal regulations are now gone, 
and these gentlemen will in future have 
free hands in rolling out the barrels and 
demonstrating that a maximum intake of 
beer is essential to the maximum output of 
war supplies. ¥. 


Street Car Transfers 


As The Edmonton Bulletin proposed 
more than two years ago, the street rail- 
way management will suggest to the city 
council that the street car transfer system 
be changed so that transfers will be issued 
to passengers as they board and not as they 
leave the cars. \ 

There appears to be some fear that the 
issue of transfers may be difficult when 
conductors are working alone. Surely it 
takes no more time to issue a transfer when 
the passenger gets on the car than when he 
gets off. Any delay in this process hinges, 
of course, not on the actual issuance of the 
transfer, but on the time wasted by the 
passenger in asking for it. 

This difficulty is obviated in Toronto, 
for instance, by the assumption that every 
passenger will require a transfer. The con- 
ductor hands out a transfer as mechanic- 
ally as the passenger deposits a ticket. 
With the transfers thus readily available, 
loading is accomplished with minimum de- 
lay.

A Long-Term Plan 


Current difficulties—slight as they are 
over the creation of a park to the north of 
the Macdonald hotel and the general beau- 
tification of the hotel area would never 
have arisen had Edmonton been committed 
to some long-term plan of river bank de- 
velopment, 

Doubtless the present difficulty will be 
amicably settled between the city and the 
C.N.R, All sentiment seems to be turned to- 
wards some sort of general beautification. 
But the incident does call attention to the 
need for some long-sighted planning in this 
regard. 

As The Edmonton Bulletin has pointed 
out before, proper development of the river 
area, along the general principles of beauti- 
fication, can make this city one of the most 
beautfiul on the continent. Neglect of the 
river area, or development along industrial 
lines, can make it one of the ugliest. 

Naturally a comprehensive program of 
beautification can not be carried out in one 
year or even five or ten. One must look 
ahead as much as fifty years to accomplish 
any plan of beautification that will be 
worthwhile. 

Right now is the time to get to work on 
that long-term plan. Improvements should 
be mapped out so that every year will see 
the completion of at least one small part of 
the broad program. 

Edmonton has a capable and energetic 
Town Planning Committee. It should be 
both able and willing to give an intelligent 
and enthusiastic lead along these lines.

Scandalmongering 


It is necessary, one presumes, that the 
opposition members of the Canadian 
House of Commons should be continually 
alert to detect any possibility of misman- 
agement in the war effort. It is necessary, 
too, that the press should be permitted the 
fullest opportunity for constructive critic- 
ism, It is the essence of the party system 
of government that these safeguards 
should be maintained, and it is peculiarly 
essential when the very existence of Can- 
ada is at stake. 

Nevertheless, there is such a thing as 
carping criticism that merely wastes time 
and money, Such an instance can be found 
in the case of the discharged inspector who 
has been trying to raise a fuss about the 
quality of boots supplied to the Canadian 
Army. 

The attitude of the opposition in this 
matter has been less like that of anxious 
patriots than that of yellow journalists 
trying to dig up a scandal at all costs, And 
one small section of the Canadian press, 
it seems, has displayed the same scandal- 
mongering tendency, 

It is not the function of the opposition 
and its press to unearth scandals, but to 
speed up efficiency—even if by provocative 
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means. Efficiency is certainly not promoted 
by ruthless attacks, based on prejudiced 
evidence, which tend to convert the ma- 
chinery of war management into a bureau 
of investigation. 

Col. Ralston’s explanation of the army 
boots in question is thoroughly satisfac- 
tory. His critics should have had the good 
sense to know that, since both Mr. Ralston 
and his party, irrespective of their patriotic 
inhibitions, must stand or fall on their con- 
duct of the war, to accept seriously the 
fulminations of a disgruntled emplovee as 
the basis for such a grave charge was 
little more than time-wasting nonsense.

Multitudes of people, scattered over al] 
civilized countries, will share the hope of. 
Pope Pius that Rome may escape the de- 
struction certain to fall upon it if the city 
becomes a battleground.

slovakia, Norway, and France in 
securing sufficient supplies of 
iron ore, Germany produced only 


five per cent. of the iron needed 
even for peace purposes, and had 
little copper, no nickel, and had to 
import all alloys. Had it not been 
for the Anglo-German clearing 
agreements made in October 1934, 
and for the liberal terms on which 
the Nazis were later supplied with 
alloys, ore, and oil, Germany could 
not have rearmed even if formally 
allowed to do so.

A large part of the shares of 
German heavy industry belonged to 
French nationals. Practically the 
whole iron and steel] industry of the 
Aix La Chapelle region and the 
best iron, coal and steel business 
in Westphalia—the “Gutehoffnung- 
shuette’— were wholly in French 
possession. The French held a 
large part of the shares in the best 
mining companies of Westphalia 
and the great steel trust. 

The iron ore of Austria fell into 
German hands by British and 
French consent. Without the occu- 
pation of Czechoslovakia—the most 
highly armed of the small neigh- 
bors, with the greatest arms in- 
dustry and the most critical strate- 
gical position—the war could not 
have begun. The British Runciman 
commission opened the way for 
this. 

Even American firms assisted 
Germany to rearm. Large automo- 


American ownership and under 
political pressure expanded their 
works for re-armament. 

The German ownership of firms 
was not basic to this war. It was 
the policy of the heavy industries 
of all Europe and of the govern- 
ments attentive to them, that treat- 
ed Hitler with a respect withheld 
from the German republic. They 
swallowed the idea of an armed 
Germany as a_ bulwark against 
Russia and encouraged Hitler in 
dreams of eastward expansion.

If then, the idea of the London 
Times is an all-European cartel, 
with part of the German shares 
transferred to non-German owners,

Parliament Is the Keystone 


Legislative Bodies 
Be Sovereign in Any 
Democracy 

By BRUCE HUTCHISON 
Both in Canada and in Britain 
the private members of parliament 
are restive. They complain that 
the government is running every- 
thing, that parllament ¢s seldom 


consulted on its major decisions, 
that the parliamentary system is 
being over-balanced by the grow- 
ing power of the executive. In the 
United States, where our system of 
a government responsible to the 
legislature does not exist, the same 
complaint is heard—the Presidency 
is dwarfing the Congress. 

The Conservative members of 
the Canadian parliament are par- 
ticularly distressed. Mr. Hanson, 
the friendly and bumbling gentle- 
man from New Brunswick who 
used to lead the Opposition, is so 
completely frustrated by the im- 
potence of parliament that, in a 
moment of despair, he recently 
suggested that parliament be abol- 
ished altogether. Politics has 
never beheld a more interesting 
spectacle than this protest against 
the decline of parliament coming 
from a political party whose 
leader, Mr. Bracken, has treated 
parliament with such contempt 
that he will not go near it. 

The feeling of C.C.F. members 
that parliament is in a decline is 
also curious. For, of course, the 
C.C.F, program would mean the 
gradual eclipse of parliament. 

This is perfectly clear when one 
considers the reasons for parlia- 
ment’s present position, 

During the war it has been 
necessary to centralize power in 
the cabinet, since 
war demands rapid, sometimes in- 
stantaneous decisions, It is im- 
possible to submit to parliament 
all the quick day-to-day policies 
which must be adopted to meet 
quick emergencies in the military, 


financial and economic conduct of | 


the war. 

These decisions are usually 
based on the reports of experts in 
the vast bureaucracy which the war 
has created. More and more our 
public affairs are placed in the 
hands of boards which do not re- 
port to parliament, but to the goy- 
ernment,

In view of all these develop- 
ments it is time that the Canadian 
people did some hard thinking 
about the future of their parlia- 
ment, In recent times they have 
paid little attention to it and often 
have been inclined to treat it with 
disrespect, even contempt. They 
are interested chiefly in the gov- 
ernment, 

Such an attitude is the begin- 
ning of the end of the parliament- 
ary system and the beginning of 
totalitarian system, whether

provided parliament retains not 
only final power over government

Parliament will remain secure and 
democratic government with it if, 
first, the attitude of parliament is 
vigilant and responsible and if, 
second, the attitude of the people 
toward parliament is one of trust, 
respect and interest.

It was apparent to me 
and to others in the party that that 
battery was made up of soldiers 
who were better trained soldiers 
than the men in the old Canadian 
Corps. 


Casualties 


This was important because of 
other talks we had, For instance, 
we were discussing the scale of 
casualties the Canadians were 
suffering in Italy—heavy enough in 
all conscience, yet even so not com- 
parable to the kind of battering 
that was a commonplace to every 
battalion and division on the west- 
ern front in the last war, 

An intelligent student of war 
who has himself seen as much 
action in this war as any Canadian 
has, told us he was convinced the 
difference lay in the kind of train- 
ing this army had received com- 
pared with the Corps from 1914- 
1918. He thought we had, in the 
last war, run into a vicious circle 
in which no unit ever developed a 
real pool of battle experience: the 
percentage of new men was always 
too high. Now, he thought, perhaps 


80 per cent of the potential 
casualties could be eliminated by 
training. 


This talk came up in connection 
with “second front” conversation. 
He expected that nothing could 
avert loss on the beaches, But, that 
once won, he thought we might 
expect a much lighter scale of 
losses than the old Corps used to 
take as a matter of course. 


Spitfires 

This is something about a few of 
the Canadian boys who fly Spit- 
fires and other planes over here, 
and a stiggestion about how they 
can be kept happier while they do 
their vital jobs. 

The first Spitfire we saw circled 
round and around our ship as we 
moved into eoastal waters but a 
day or two later we saw many more 
of taem at an R.CA.F, station in 
southern England, They were all 
grounded by mist the day we were 
there, but we saw the ground-crew 
working on them, tuning them up, 
filling the magazines with lethal- 
looking .50 ammunition, and we 
talked to many of the pilots, boys 
from all over Canada, many with 


decorations already won, all 
swathed in mufflers and extra 
sweaters. The majority belonged 
to the Wolf squadron, one of the 
crack units of Fighter Command, 

In command of that station was 
Frank Brown, 
whose parents, Mr, and Mrs. T. A, 
Brown, live at 287 Rosedale, Win- 
nipeg. ‘Among the vital events of 
his career to date was a stretch as 
a Free Press carrier boy. He has, 
however, since moved into wider 
circles of usefulness and his pres- 
ent job involves looking after every 
aspect of the lives of Canadian 
fighter squadrons which, when the 
cross-channel move takes place, 
will be so potent a factor in the 
essential air cover. Meantime the 
boys’ duties, though dangerous, are 
routine, They spend very many 
more hours hanging around wait- 
ing to fly than they do in the air, 
They get terribly bored. 


They Get Bored 


The easy thing for young men to 
do when they get bored is to get 
themselves into trouble, But it is 
pretty clear from all accounts that 
that is not what this modern air 
force of ours does, Airmen who 
last long, 
Some clear-eyed Jerry, who took 
three drinks less the night before, 
gets him in the next scrap. So the 
lads stay straight and quiet, but 
they also stay bored, If they catch 
the slightest cold, they can't fly at 
all, for their ear-drums crack and 
they get sinus and antrum trouble, 
So colds bring boredom too. They 
hang about the station either on 
duty or off duty. They don’t go 
much to London, for it’s too e@x- 
pensive. 

Their quarters are all right, but 
not fancy. In summer, some of 
these fighter people go under 
canvas and move about quite a lot. 

That is the background of their 
lives and the suggestion comes 
from men who know them well 
that there is big scope for com- 
munities to adopt an RCAF, 
squadron in order to provide them 
with something with which to re- 
lieve boredom. 


Suggestions 


Here are some suggestions. They 
like pickles and candy; they would 
like poker chips; they would like 
such magazines as Life and Time 
and the Readers’ Digest—not only 
copies, for these, when the distri- 
bution comes, are months old—but 
far better take out a subscription 
in the squadron's name; they like 
the week-end comics from news- 
papers and the inside pages of 
their home papers which give the 
local gossip about their friends. 
“We don't want the war news and 
the heavy stuff or the editorials," 
said one lad grinning a little awk- 
wardly at the editorial pundits be-

Wartime Wage 
Order Revised | 
By Government 


OTTAWA, March 14—(CP) | 

Prime Minister Mackenzie) 
King yesterday announced re- 
jisions in the wage control) 
order modifying restrictions | 
on granting wage increases | 
and eliminating the proposal | 
to enlarge the National War'| 
Labor Board. 

Under the revised order out- | 
lined by the prime minister in 
the Commons the national board 
will retain the right to review and 
revise regional board decisions, 
but may noi vary decisions with- 
out giving notice to the interest- 
ed parties and providing an op- 
portunity to them to make repre- 
sentations. 

“The limitation in the original} 
order which permitted wage in-| 
creases only within the ability of 
the employer to pay without price 
increases, has been modified,” Mr. 
King announced. “Under the 
amended order a greater latitude 
will be permitted for adjustment of| 
certain wage rates.” 


RECOGNIZE “RISKS” 


Mr. King said the government 
recognized the “risks” involved in 
amending the order. 


“If the government's policy of 
price stabilization is to be effec- 
tively maintained it is clear that 


employers and labor organizations | 
must co-operate in supporting this| 
policy by limiting applications for | 
wage increases to what should be a 
relatively small number of cases 
where special circumstances ap-| 
ply,” he said. 

Mr. King recalled that in a 
radio speech last December he 
had given the government's 
pledge that if the cost-of-living 
index rose more than three per 
cent and remained at that level 
for more than two months the 
Stabilization policy would be re- 
viewed. The government. still 
stood by that pledge. 

“I must emphasize, however, that 
if, under the amended order, the 
vases of wage adjustments which 
result in increases in the cost of 
goods and services should prove to 
be too numerous the margin of 
three per cent would soon be ex- 
hausted,” Mr. King said. 

The amendment to the order also 
revokes a_ provision placing the 
fonus of proof of compliance with 
}regulations upon the employer or 
{employee charged. 


MEET CRITICISMS 


“The amendments seem to meet | 
the ciriticisms of the original or- 
der, as far as is consistent with 
the maintenance of the govern- 
ment’s policy of preventing infla- 


tion,” said Mr. King. 

The wage order to which objec- 
jtion was taken by a number of 
labor organizations was passed last | 
man National War Labor Board in 
place of the present three-man 
board, 

The enlarged board was to have 
been composed of a chairman, 
two representatives of the public 
and one each of labor and em- 
ployers. The present board set- 
up, now to be continued under | 
the revised order, is a chairman, 
one representative of labor and 
one of employers. 

In making the announcement the 
prime minister said the govern- 
ment was not prepared to adopt a} 
| policy of paying subsidies to em- 
| ployers to meet higher costs result-| 
ing from wage increases. Such a} 
policy would soon break dow n| 
through administrative difficulties. 


| IMPOSSIBLE TASK } 
“Similarly, the granting of price} 
increases to offset increased wage | 
rates, if the cases involved were to 
reach any considerable number, | 
would confront the Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board with an impos-| 
sible task and would destroy the 
price ceiling,” he said.

Text of Hull’s statement: 

“I think we all understand that 
the Allied military authorities in 

Italy are dealing primarily with 
considerations of military necess- 
ity forced on them by the activi- 
ties and attitude of the German 
military forces. 

“Naturally, we are as much in- 
terested as any government or any 

individual in the preservation of re- 
ligious shrines, historic structures 
and human lives. I am sure that our 
mititary people have that same 
view. 
DO ALL POSSIBLE 

“It is my understanding that the 
Allied military authorities are pur- 
suing a policy of avoiding damage 
to such shrines and momuments to 
the extent humanly possible in 
modern warfare and in the circum- 
stances which face them. 

“If the Germans were not en- 
trenched in these places or were 
they as interested as we are in pro- 
tecting religious shrines and monu- 
ments and in preserving the lives 
of innocent civilians and refugees, 
no question would arise.”

GEORGE JOHNSON, clerk: Nei- 
ther $935 nor $840 is enough to 
pay a teacher, unless a teacher 
age is provided, free of rent, and 
complete with fuel and equip- 
ment.

L. H. HIGGINSON, railroader: 1 
think teachers shouldn't be paid 
less than $1,000, although even 
$840 a year is better than what 
was paid during the depression, 
when teachers even worked for 
their board. Certainly, a scale 
of pay such as this should be 
made general, in all provinces, 


ERNEST MEADEN, secretary-trea- 
surer, Sturgeon School Division: 
I think the salary should be the 
same all across Canada, but | 
don't see how this can be done 
till we have increased grants for 


education from the Dominion 
government. This is a step long 
overdue. In this division, we 


have 109 rooms and 25 teacher- 
ages. A minimum of 
monthly rent is charged, with $20 
a year extra for fuel—and no 
teacher complains of this. Not 
all teacherages are being used, 
however, at country points. I do 
not see why there should be any 
difference between galaries paid 
to teachers whether they teach in 
“city or country schools.

A land of mountains, almost in 
the heart of South America, where 
a feudal system had existed since 
the time of the Spaniards; where 
forces from without have been at 
work; where political waters are 
easily ruffled, and where revolu- 
tion occurred only last year—that 
was Bolivia, as described by the 
Rev. Percy G. Buck, founder of 
the Bible college there, to a gath- 
ering of almost 200 persons at- 
tending a men’s dinner at First 
Baptist Church Monday evening. 


ESSENTIAL TO ALLIES 

It was a land, said the speaker, 
| essential to the Allied Nations be- 
| cause of its tin mines. It was but 
}a part of the South American re- 
public about which we do not know 
what tomorrow has in store. 

Bolivia is the home of the “guat- 
ajata,” or the Peniel Hall farm— 
the only farm of its kind in that 
country, a farm not owned, but ad- 
ministered by the Baptist Church. 
Indians who work on the farm re- 


; ceive wages; no longer are they 
peons, as were their forbears, and 
as are most Bolivians even today. 
Mr. Buck told of his work dur- 
ing the past 25 years in the South 
American country, which began 
in 1919, at which time there was 
no school at the farm. He also 
told of an attack made upon the 
farm, when grain and buildings 
were destroyed, during the time 
another worker, Miss Lavinia 
Wilson of Edmonton, was there. 

The speaker told his listeners 
that the change of government in 
Bolivia had not been recognized 
by Great Britain, simply because it 
did not represent the choice of the 
people of the country. 

The forces without which worked 
there, had their source in Europe, 
he continued, adding that Argentina 
was as much under the Nazi yoke as 
was Norway. | 


The feudal system of the Span- 
iards, in which former land owners | 
were made slaves, continues today, 
said M. Buck. While thousands of 
dollars have been invested in 
machinery for the farm administer- 
ed by the Baptist Church, and In- 
dian workers are paid wages, to- 
gether with receiving an allotment 
of land for themselves, other land- 
owners do not think of following 
suit. The latter are satisfied to 
work the people and bestow small 
gifts upon them from time to time.

Commenting on the film, “Boy 
Building in Alberta,” which was 
shown to the 650 adult students 
participating in the fourth session 
of the adult education program 
at Garneau School Monday night, 
Miss Helen McArthur, acting 
director of the nursing school at 
the University of Alberta, urged 
the importance of taking positive 
action about community health 
problems. 

She described the splendid work 
being done by the citizens in the 
Lamont health unit, under the 
leadership of both provincial and 
Dominion government officials. 

In Lamont; she said, 30 boys in 
the district, suffering from under- 
nourishment, were sent to a nutri- 
tion camp set up at Elk Island Park 
last summer. The result was an 
“amazing development” in vitality, 
she said.

1,398 Persons 
Cared For in 
Metis Program 


As at March 31, 1943, there were 
1,398 persons in 302 Metis fam- 
ilies cared for by the Alberta de- 
partment of public welfare's 
Metis re-establishment program, 
it is stated in the department's 
annual report, which has been 
tabled in the Legislature, 

The Metis are located in seven 
different colonies in the northern 
part of the province, the largest of 
321 persons being located in the 
Beaver River area. Fifty-six mem- 
bers of the colonies were serving 
in the Canadian armed forces at the 
time the report was compiled. 

Permanent improvements made 
by Metis settlers on allotments as 
at March 31, 1943, were valued at 
$37,367, of which figure $21,005 is 
represented by homes. 

A.C. McCully is supervisor of the 
Metis settlement program 

A. A, MacKenzie, commissioner of 
public welfare, reports that at the 


request of the Dominion govern- 
ment, the public welfare bureau has 
undertaken the distribution of re- 


lief to families of interned enemy 
aliens, and several hundred fam- 
ilies of Japanese evacuees. 

“Unemployment relief during 
the year has practically disap- 
peared, but the demand for in- 
digent relief, medical attention 
and hospitalization has shown @ 
marked increase,” the commis- 
sioner reports, 

“This is largely due to persons 
who have previously been classl- 
fied as unemployment relief now 
being placed in the indigent cate 
egory, and the fact that the gov- 
ernment has extended its services 
to better the conditions of people 
when they are actually in need.”

While attorney-general’s depart- 
ment estimates were under con- 
sideration, Hugh John Macdonald, 
K.C., (L., Edmonton), suggested 
a need of reduction in costs for 
jurors, in order that litigants 
would be more inclined to take 
juries in civil actions. (At the 
present time, a person seeking a 
civil jury is required to make a 
deposit of $200.) 

Hon. Lucien Maynard, K.C., at- 
torney-general, agreed that costs 
sometimes prevented persons from 
having civil cases dealt with by a 
jury. He added that it might prove 
possible to work out something 
along the lines Mr. Macdonald had 
suggested. 


LEGISLATIVE COUNSEL 


Mr. Maynard stated during dis- 
cussion of his departmental appro- 
priations that it was likely that an 
announcement will be made soon 
regarding the appointment of a 
legislative counsel, J. C. Mahaffy, 
K.C, (Ind., Calgary) had suggested 
that a permanent appointment 
should be made when the right per- 
son was available for the position. 
(At the present time, W. S. Gray, 
K.C., is acting legislative counsel. 
He is a solicitor in the attorney- 
general’s department.) 

Under education department es- 
timates passed, a sum of $2,717,- 
700 as grants to schools was in- 
cluded, This figure is an increase 
of $415,760 over 1943-44 estimates. 
Hon. Solon E. Low, minister of 
education, said the increase was 
to be spent in several different 
ways. 

There was an increased grant to 
schools having an assessment of less 
than $95,000 per school room, the 
minister explained, as had been 
authorized by legislation passed at 
the last session of the 
Grants for teacherages on a 50-50 
basis with school boards, $100,000 
for bonuses to teachers in isolated 
areas, and a provision for transport- 
ation grants for rural schools, simi- 
lar to the plan for consolidate 
schools, are also included in the in- 
creased sum.

City Endorses 
Protest on Air 


Chamber Claims 
East Is Obtaining 


School Closing) War Preferences 


Edmonton's city council Mon- 
day night unanimously support- 
ed representations made by the 
Chamber of Commerce and by 
Mayor John W. Fry against the 
closing of No. 2 Air Observer 
School here on July 14 next. An- 
nouncement of the closing of the 
school was made in the House of 
Commons Monday by Hon. C, G. 
Power, minister for air. 

Protest against the closing of the 
school was made by the Edmonton 
Chamber of Commerce on Satur- 
day following receipt here of word 
of the action contemplated by the 
government. Mayor Fry also on 
| Saturday asked that the proposed 
| closing be reconsidered. 

The resolution supporting the 
stand taken by Mayor Fry and the 
Chamber of Commerce was pro- 
posed by Ald. A, Bisset, K.C., and 
was seconded by Ald. Fred J. Mit- 
chell, It received the nanimous vote 
{of council. 


BEST SAFETY RECORD 

Ald. James H. Ogilvie pointed 
out that the No. 2 Air Observer 
|School had operated efficiently, 
economically, and had the greatest 
safety record of any school in 
western Canada. 

He said its closing would affect 
greatly the economy of the city 
through repercussions on Aircraft 
Repair Ltd. He added that the clos- 
ing of so many schools in western 
Canada—18 out of the 25 schools 
it is proposed to abandon, are lo- 
cated in the west—might indicate 
discrimination. 

He said it was well known that 
flying conditions in the west 
were far more favorable than in 
eastern Canada, and suggested 
that the commissioners obtain 
full information relative to the 
closing of the school from the 
city’s represeniatives in parlia- 
ment, 

Mayor Fry said that the aban- 
donment of the school may be the 
result of military tactics, and if so 
there was little the commissioners 
could do about the matter. 

The meeting was one of the 
shortest in recent months, all busi- 
ness before the aldermen being 
completed by 9 o'clock.

2 Air Observer School here will 
be closed by July 14, “lends 
sharpness to the view” that Ed- 
monton must find the seeds of its 
own post-war salvation in its own 
hard work and enterprise, ac- 
cording to a statement released 
Tuesday by the Edmonton Cham- 
ber of Commerce, through its 
secretary, Reg. T. Rose. 

“We in Edmonton, and the West 
generally,” the statement read 
“have been shown consistently that 
Eastern interests are aggressively 
securing the last of the war con- 
tracts and, in addition, are ready- 
ing the productive capacity estab- 
lished during war-time for conver- 
sion to post-war utilization.” 

The chamber pointed out that 
both Alberta and Saskatchewan 
suffer the major losses, with 15 out 
of a total of 28 schools to be closed 
located in these two provinces. 

“If these closures mean that the 
end of the war is in sight all citi- 
zens will rejoice,” the statement 
said.

The commissioners at Calgary 
recommended io city council that 
junior stenographers and clerks be 
given a cost-of-living bonus of $10 
monthly instead of the present 
$6.50, * 

The Calgary agreement covers 
the year 1944 or for the war's dur- 
ation, and for any tonger period, 
mutually agreeable to both parties. 

The present cost-of-living bonus 
paid to Edmonton's civic employees 
is $2 weekly for employees with de- 
pendents, and $1 weekly for those 
without dependents. 

In making the offer of 60 per 
cent increase in the present cost- 
of-living bonus the city commiss- 
iomers pointed out that since 1937 
pay restorations and increases 
totalling more than $500,000 of 
which $160,000 represents restor- 
ation of pay to the 1929 wage level, 
has been made to civic employees.

Speaking to his motion, Mr. 
Tanner gave a complete history 
of the Athabasca oil sand devel- 
opment since the year 1901, when 
the Dominion government Passed 
certain regulations regarding dis- 
Position of an area along the 
Athabasca River in the tar sands 
region, 

The minister reviewed work that 
has been done by the International 
Bitumen company, and Abasand 
Oils Limited, in trying to evolve 
satisfactory processes to extract the 
oil from deposits. He recalled that 
in 1942, the Abasand company 
leased its properties to the Do- 
minion government. 

From 1930 to 1942, nobody was 
restricted from taking out a lease 
in the area, if it was felt a lessee 
had a process which might be suc- 
cessful, Mr. Tanner went on, 


NO PROVEN PROCESS 

Referring to the companies men- 
tioned earlier, he said that they, 
especially since 1942, have proven 
nothing in their work as to the 
ability of a process, a company, or 
a plant, to successfully extract oil 
from the sands
